It Presents Many Important Phases — The 
Suit Costume Returns To Popularity. 


HERB is nothing in all fash- 
ion that is not touched with 
the magic of harmonious 
matching parts. This situa- 
tion is a gradual development, rot 
an overnight mushroom growth, as 
a brief analysis will prove. We 
have always had the suit with @ 
goat to match the frock or skirt, 
for a season we had the ensemble 
eostume, then it disappeared and 
{ts influence remained in accessory 
ensembles. Now the suit-costume 
has returned to join forces with 
matching costume details. 

The situation is eminently satis- 
factory. It has to do with colors 
and fabrics, and trimmings and 
trimming motifs, and results in 
some most unusual color effects and 
gome subtle and intricate uses ot 
lines, patterns and materials. An? 
in a mode that seems to include 
everything desirable from othey 
seasons, possibilities are unlimited. 
Even when one blunders in some 
detail, there seems to be a better 
chance of a good general result 
than in seasons when a costume was 
a general grouping of ir-related 
things. 

There are pitfalls, of course, but 
they have mainly to do with color, 
for many still possess an inclina- 
tion to match shades by name. Not 
only is it true that no two dyers 
get exactly the same tone—even 
when the name is the same—by no 
one dyer is sure that every vat of 
dye will be a perfect match for the 
preceding one of the same name. 
A little more yellow in one shade 
and a bit more red in another will 
result in a broken symphony. 


The Suit—Of First Importance 


No matter how true it may be 
that a perfect wnole may be ruined 
by so small an item as & pair of 
ploves; it is fundamentally true 
that the suit is the thing. One 
may be conscious of a pleasing ef- 
fect, made up of the suit plus the 
accessories; but it is the sult, or 
the dress and coat, that is chosen 
first; the entire costume 1s bullt 
around that suit as a background. 
It 1s, therefore, pleasing, that in 
coat and frock there is a matching 
of parts. 

They are dividing this particular 
phase of the mode into two parts 
—suits and suit-costumes. The 
suit is not always a costume—it 
may need a blouse or jumper to 
complete it, but the suit-costume 
1s a perfect whole, made up of 
two, three, even four parts. Nat- 
urally, this suit-costume is a very 
versatile thing and can be made to 
do valiant duty in the wardrobe 
because of the inter-changeability 
of parts that is the result of its 
versatility. 

Materials range from the men's 
wear materials of the strictly man- 
nish tailleur, which is very much in 
the fashion picture, through the 
reps and twill and kasha cloths to 
silks and satins. Novelty weaves 
and jersey cloth, in fact, all the 
desirable fabrics, are used, and 
there is, of course, a certain ap- 
propriateness to be considered 
when choosing the costume need- 
ed. There will be new fabrics 
added to the roster as warm 
weather comes to the north, but 
there is, of course, more than a 
hint.of what summer will bring in 
the shops that outfit for the south. 

The Two-Piece Suit Appears 

They're wearing it under the 
winter coat of cloth or fur, the 
correctly and meticulously tailored 
two-piece suit that is smart only

cessories. It is made of men's 
suiting, of rep or twill, and, in the 
sports form, of novelty wool for 
the ekirt and a contrasting material 
for the coat or jacket, 4s it is 
called. The next step ahead in the 
suit story is the outfit that has the 
sartorial advantage of its own top- 
coat. 

One such suit is pictured. It is 
a three-piece affair, made up of 
skirt, short coat and topcoat. The 
skirt is a novelty check In three 
shades of tan and brown, the short 
coat is of plain material in the 
middle shade, trimmed with the 
sheck, and the topcoat is the deep- 
ur tone lined and cuffed with the 
heck. A cleverly thought-out lit- 
tle suit, even to the fur that makes 
the collar of the topcoat—its colors 
harmonize. Note, for future refer- 
ence, the slender lines. 

Next in order come the syits made 
up of a one oF two-piece dress and 
a coat, and this type is endless in 
its rewge. One finds sports, tal- 
loreg and afternoon costumes that 
emphey the skirt and jumper or the 
all-tj{ pne-piece dress and a har- 
montang coat—the word harmon- 
izing 4a well-advised, for the coat 
does zot have to match. In some 
of the suits in this group there are 
two coats, making the costume 
foar piece; the jacket {n such an 
afisemble may well be sleeveless. 


Models Illustrate The Trend 
There !s no quicker way of ar- 
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riving at conclusions than by 
means of pictured models that are 
typical of the general trend of a 
fashion. Bmart for sports oF 
morning wear, the frock of black 
and white plaid, cut in two pieces 
and uncompromisingly straight of 
line, prefers a red coat, linking it 
to the dress with a scarf of the 
plaid. This black, white and red 
color combination is essentially 
French, the women of France ef- 
fect it in many ways 

Red and gray—little seen of late 
years—combine in the one-piece 
dress and coat costume designed 
for sports wear. The skirt fea- 
tures fine pleats and the waist is 
trimmed with bands of the skirt 
fabric, which also lines the severe- 
ly plain, three-quarters length 
coat. The latter, you will see, 
wears a flower in the same color as 
the skirt, it is a fad of the artificial 
flower fashion to match skirt and 
coat boutonniere in both material 
and color.

‘W you are inclined to slight the 
importance of the material 
mode, try to think of the pres- 
ent-day mode, intricate, sophis- 
ucated, yet appealingly simple, in 
terms of the fabrics of a score of 
years ago. Visualize the drapes 
and pin tucks and fine pleatings, 
the jackets and girdles and elab- 
orate sleeves, and all the devious 
ways that the designer takes to ab- 
solute straight lines, all these done 
with the heavy seps and poplins 
and serges and the equally un- 
wieldy silks of two decades ago. 

We wear shorter skirts and 
briefer ones, and they are made of 
sheer fabrics and lighter ones. 
Perhaps the tones of colors are no 
more beautiful, tast there are more 
of them, makigg possible more 
subtle harmonies and color com- 
binations. Amd there are more 
weaves of eve eld material, as 
well as scores @/, new weaves, mak- 
ing possible thy variety that we 
crave. The moe includes the use 
of plain with préated materials and 
heavy fabrics wtjh light; costumes 
that combine a @#ark material with 
a light one; in combination 
with wool; velve® with crepe. 

A century age we wore cotton, 
and every summmwjr saw US well sup- 
plied with ann frocks. We 
wear ginghams end linens and the 
various wash @pttons for house 
frocks, nowadajn, but when out- 
of-doors we W@ar silk—this made 
possible by the afiks of the times, 
that wash as well as cotton, and 
keep their silkiness. One season 
stresses one silk, another season 
stresses a second, and so it goes

There are interesting weaves of 
all the best known woolens. The

If there is a choice, 0 far as 
fashion is concerned, in the wools 
of the mode, the tweeds, home- 
spuns, wool crepes, reps, jersey, 
broadcloth and the loose basket 
weaves are that choice.

There is no denying the value of 
printed silks as the spring months 
approach.
